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Continuation of 3. NOTE: witli respect to applicant's arguments and amendments that the light is transmitted through the fluid itself, and 
not through the waveguides, while this could potentially overcome the rejections of record, the amendment would require further 
consideration and search. In particular, it is not entirely clear that there is support for light transmitting through the fluid itself. In particular, 
while applicant discloses how light travels through the measuring cells (see. p. 7), there is no discussion on how the light travels through 
the measuring cell. Furthermore, applicant has not specified what physical features (i.e. the type of fluid relative to the waveguide) of the 
device would render the device capable of transmiting light through the fluid itself. Therefore, it is not entirely clear why the devices 
disclosed in the prior art would not be capable of transmitting light through the fluid. The Office notes, that even though the prior art does 
not disclose transmitting light through the fluid, this is a process step, and applicant are claiming a product in the instant claims, and 
therefore, as long as the product is capable of performing the step, the prior art would read upon the instant claims.
